During the past week, he 
said, 373 Viet Cong military 
and political personnel defect­ 
ed. bringing with them a light 
machine gun, 66 individual wea­ 
pons, anci 55 grenades. 


An American military spokes­ 
man disclosed that another U.S. 
Air Force F4C Phantom jet was 
shot ciown over 
Communist 
North Viet Nam Monday. It 
was the sixth U.S. craft lost 
over the North since the end of 
last week. 


Parachutes Sighted 
Two parachutes were sighted 
after the plane was downed 
Monday, and the airmen were

Communists near the coastal 
city of Vinh. 


Strategic air command (SAC) 
B52 bombers struck again to­

planes were shot down Monday 
over North Viet Nam. The Chi­ 
nese Reds said one was an un­ 
manned 
reconnaissance 
air­ 
craft. 


More attacks by U.S. planes 
a g a i n s t Communist missile 
sites in North Viet Nam ap­ 
peared likely today because of 
the success of Sunday’s de­ 
structive strike. 


More than 20 such targets 
are known to be located near 
Hanoi. 


The raid S u n d a y w h i c h 
knocked out a portable surface- 
to-air (SAM) missile installa­ 
tion supplied the Hanoi regime 
by the Soviets was considered 
highly successful since all five 
U.S. planes involved returned 
home siafely. 


A previous attack on July 28 j 
cost five American aircraft of i 
the armada of 46 involved in j 
the raid.

Cmdr. Harry B. South worth1 
of Mexico, N.Y., flight leadeT of 
the five Navy planes in Sun­ 
day’s attack, disclosed that he 
and the other pilots had put in 
a long period of practice before 
making the actual raid. 


He did not elaborate for se­ 
curity reasons but said the 
planes attacked the site, 52 
miles northeast of Hanoi, from 
different altitudes and at low 
speeds. It appeared from his 
remarks that the United States 
had worked out a new method 
of going after the Red missile 
installations. 


U.S. Air Force jet fighter- 
bombers Monday followed up 
the anti-missle raid by smash­ 
ing a railway yaixl 95 miles 
northeast of Hanoi and wreck­ 
ing bridges and railroad tracks 
elsewhere in the Communist 
North. 


U.S. Marine patrols near the 
big American bases at Chu Lai 
and Da Nang killed two Viet 
Cong and captured five others 
Monday. 


Viet Cong forces tried attacks 
on at least 12 government out­ 
posts in the heavily-Com m unist 
Mekong Delta. All of the raids 
occurred 
within 90 and 
120 
miles south of Saigon. 


U.S. Intelligence reports indi­ 
cate the Communists are mov­ 
ing more and more guerrillas, 
backed up by hard-core regu­ 
lars, into the delta. This ap­ 
parently 
has 
resulted 
from 
massive defeats sustained by 
the Reds elsewhere in South 
Viet Nam. 


Sit-In Group 
At UM May Be 
Up For Draft 


ANN ARBOR (UPI)—Thirty- 
one of the 38 University of 
Michigan students and faculty 
members arrested Friday in a 
sit-in at the Selective Service 
office here may be subject to 
a change in draft status making 
them prime subjects for the 
draft. 


The sit-in was part of a week- 
long series of demonstrations 
throughout the world to protest 
U.S. policy in Viet Nam. 


According to Col. Arthur Hol­ 
mes, director of the Michigan 
Selective Service, the 2-S status 
of student protestors could be 
changed to 1-A "if it is deter­ 
mined that the students have 
impeded the draft under the 
Universal Training and Service 
Act.” 


He said proof of such impedi­ 
ment of the draft could see the 
students "considered delinquent 
under law and therefore ordered 
for immediate processing into 
the armed forces.” 


Holmes, who has been w'ith 
the 
Selective 
Service 
since 
World War II, said there have 
been other isolated instances of 
such reviews of students’ status 
but that, to his knowledge, this 
is the largest review of its kind 
ever conducted in the nation. 


WiUiam Merrill, chief assist­ 
ant U.S. attorney for the East­ 
ern District of Michigan, said 
Monday he wras investigating 
the possibility of a change in 
draft status of the students in­ 
volved in the demonstrations. 


Of the 38 U-M demonstrators 
arrested Friday, six were coeds. 
One was a sociology professor. 
The others could be affected by 
a change in the draft status of 
such demonstrators. 


The demonstrators were in 
the Selective Service office from 
3:30 to 6:30 p.m. Friday. The 
office closed at 6 p.m. 


After repeated warnings they 
would be arrested if they did 
not disperse, Ann Arbor police 
carried the protestors out of the 
office to police vans. 


Each of the demonstrators 
was charged with trespassing. 
They were retained in jail and 
eventually released late Satur­ 
day on $100 bond each. They 
are scheduled to appear in 
Municipal Court Friday on the 
trespassing charges. 


Federal Judge 
Choice Under 
Fire In Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPP — The 
battle over President Johnson’s 
nomination of longtime Kenne­ 
dy family friend Francis X. 
Morrissey as a federal judge 
moved toward a showdown to­ 
day in the Senate. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
was expected to call for a vote 
to send the nomination back to 
the Senate Judiciary Commit­ 
tee to undergo further examina­ 
tion of the Boston politician’s 
qualifications. 


Morrissey, who served as an 
aide to Joseph P. Kennedy for 
many years and briefly as an 
aide to John F. Kennedy when 
the late president was a con­ 
gressman, has been a Boston 
Municipal Court judge for the 
last seven years. 


He has come under fire from 
lawyers’ groups and from the 
presiding judge of the U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court to which he was 
nominated, however, as lacking 
the intellectual ability and legal 
background necessary for the 
job. 


Testimony 
during 
judiciary 
committee 
hearings 
on

nomination 
disclosed, 
among 
other things, that it took Mor­ 
rissey 16 years to get a valid 
law degree and that at one 
point he attended a now-defunct 
law school in Georgia for three 
months to get a "quickie” law 
degree. 


‘You Come Up And We’ll Roll Heads’ 


JACKSON (UPI)—"You come 
up here and we’ll roll some 
heads down at you.” 


That shouted warning began a 
tense six - hour waiting game 
Monday between officials 
at 
Southern Michigan Prison and 
drug-crazed convicts. 


At stake were the lives of 
four hostages. 


Four convicts, two of them 
convicted murderers, held two 
guards, a prison-guard inspec­ 
tor and a staff physician at 
knifepoint in the surgical room 
in the top floor of the prison 
hospital. 


"They said if they couldn’t 
bargain they would roll some 
heads down the stairs and mine 
would 
be fust because 
I’m 
young and my wife is expect­ 
ing,” Ronald Thompson, 22, a 


$100-a-week prison guard said. 


Between the convicts and the 
force of prison guards armed 
with high-powered rifles, lay a 
six-foot-long hallway barricaded 
with desks, tables and screens 
and one flight of stairs. 


“The boys stressed they didn’t 
want the screws, as they called 
them, coming upstairs. If they 
did they’d throw a knife into 
the hostages,” Dr. W. R. Lat- 
chase, another of the hostages 
said afterwards. 


So the guards waited down­ 
stairs, State Police remained on 
standby at the Jackson Post 
one-quarter 
mile 
away 
and 
prison officials began talking 
over 
the 
intercommunication 
system in the surgical room. 


"It would have been tough to 
get through that barricade,” 


State Corrections Director Gus 
Harrison 
said. 
"Negotiations 
were the only recourse we had 
to save the hostages. They were 
our main concern.” 


Inside, the convicts, some­ 
times "acting like a bunch of 
drunken men, flourished jagged- 
edged, hand-made knives. 


According to Warden George 
A. Kropp, the rampaging con­ 
victs were a bunch of bad bud­ 
dies” who had known each 
other in the Negro ghetto in 
Detroit, in the Michigan Re­ 
formatory at Ionia and were 
together 
again 
at 
Southern 
Michigan Prison. 


Two of them, Otis Adams, 27, 
were serving 1 to four years for 
larceny and Edward Whitehead, 
27, a life term inmate convicted 


of second degree murder and 
armed robbery, reportedly were 
high on capsules of drugs taken 
in the hospital. 


"The ones that had been 
taking pills didn’t want to let us 
go but the other two kept us 
from being harmed,” Thompson 
said. 


Harbor Grievances 


These two were Alvin Shaw, 
24, serving a life term for first 
degree 
murder 
and 
Milton 
Thomas, 20, serving three to 
five years for armed robbery 
and assault. 


A smoldering resentment to 
their convictions, their dealings 
in prison and racial discrimina­ 
tion within the walls apparently 
had triggered the sudden up­ 
rising.

A slowly evolving picture of 
the Chief Executive as a rather 
routine surgery patient as op­ 
posed to an earlier picture of a 
superman emerged today, the 
12lh day of his confinement at 
Bethesda Naval Hospital. 


The Chief Executive went for 
a slow, carefully paced walk of 
30 minutes in the late afternoon 
sunshine Monday. 
The 
walk 
was urged by his doctors as a 
needed exercise to combat con­ 
tinuing post-surgery gas pains. 


His wan appearance, noticea­ 
ble 
thinness 
and 
occasional 
wincing at twinges of pain in 
the area of his large incision 
tended to reinforce a guess by 
Press Secretary Bill D. Moyers 
that Johnson would be in the 
hospital for at least another 
two days. This would make a 
full two weeks confinement for 
the President, within the gener­ 
al forecast of his doctors at the 
time of his operation Oct. 8. 


Moyers said that Johnson’s 
work level was picking up. He 
said 
the 
President 
devoted 
some time to studying reports 
on legislation awaiting his sig­ 
nature. More of the same was 
expected today. 


But, said Moyers, the wralking 
had tired Johnson ‘‘very great­ 
ly.”

(UPI)—Radio Malaysia report­ 
ed today that D. N. Aidit, lead­

<PKI), was in East Java orga­ 
nizing armed resistance against 
troops loyal to President Sukar­ 
no. 


Radio Malaysia today quoted 
the army newspaper as saying 
that Aidit was using the town 
of Guanogiri in East Java as 
his headquarters and was shut­ 
tling back and forth between 
various villages to rally support 
for Communist rebels. 


Quoting Jarkarta reports, the 
Malaysian radio said another 
Communist stronghold had been 
uncovered in West Java where 
Communists 
were 
organizing 
into g r o u p s of b a t t a l i o n 
strength in an effort to craate 
chaos. 


A Communist office* in Me­ 
dan, a city in North Sumatra, 
was burned, killing three pet- 
sons and seriously injuring four 
others, Radio Malaysia said. It

agency. 


Hie Malysian broadcast said 
the Indonesian army had ar­ 
rested 1,344 persons for sup­ 
porting the Oct. 1 coup at­ 
tempt. The commander of the 
greater Jakarta Military Dis­ 
trict was quoted as saying the 
situation in the capital was still 
tense and that the "state of 
war” would remain in effect 
until all rebel resistance had 
been wiped out. 


Dispatches from Jakarta to­ 
day said Communist China ap- 
l>eared to have either invented 
or e x a g g e r a t e d its angry 
charge that Indonesian soldiers 
had stormed the Chinese com­ 
mercial counselor’s office in Ja­ 
karta.

Charge Racial 
Discrimination 


JACKSON (UPI) — Four hos- 
tages held captive at knifepoint 
in Southern Michigan Prison’s 
hospital block for almost six 
hours by four convicts charging 
racial discrimination inside the 
prison were released unharmed 
Monday. 


The four convicts, all Negro, 
released the men — a prison 
doctor and three guards — as 
police riot squads stood by. 


’Hie convicts, described by 
prison officials as "real bad bud­ 
dies” on the street, raided a 
narcotics cache at the prison. 
Then, with their hostages, they 
barricaded themselves behind 
chain, wastebaskets and other 
office equipment They wielded 
crude knives at their captives. 


The prisoners, IQ and vwnitt- 
ing from the effects of the drugs 
and some alcohol they reported- 
ly had drunk, were led down 
from the hospital block to soli­ 
tary confinement cells altar pri­ 
son officials, two counselors and 
several inmates pleaded with 
them to surrender. 


Three-TUne Lasers 


The four inmates, all from 
Detroit, were identified as Otis 
Adams, 27, Alvin Shaw, 24, Mil­ 
ton Thomas, 20, and Albert 
Whitehead, 27. 


Whitehead and Adams were 
three - time losers. Shaw was 
serving a hie sentence for first- 
degree murder and Whitehead a 
life term for second - degree 
murder. Thomas was serving a 
three-to-five-year term for as­ 
sault to commit armed rob­ 
bery. 


The pleas to the convicts from 
official's came to the men in 
the hospital block over an in­ 
tercommunication system. "We 
tried to talk with the prisoners 
all afternoon but they didn’t 
make much sense,” Warden 
George A. Kropp said. 


Taken hostage were Dr. W. 
R. Latchaw, 62, Jackson, Jo­ 
seph Dembosky, a guard in­ 
spector, George Hatchins, 43, 
and Ronald Thompson, 22, both 
guards. 


The hostages were released 
one at a time, with Dr. Latchaw 
set free about four hours after 
he was taken captive. Assured 
their 
grievances 
would 
be 
heard, the four inmates sur­ 
rendered and were led down to 
the confinement cells. 


Catcalls and whistles from 
other inmates were heard by 
newsmen standing outside the 
gates while the hostages were 
being let out. However, there 
was no other trouble.

After failing- f o r years to convince Congress to 
repeal the Taft-llartley labor law in toto. labor devoted 
its considerable energies tins present session to getting 
one part of it knocked out — Section 14(B), which gives 
states the option of either permitting or prohibiting 
compulsory union membersliip. 


The bemocratic-doniinated Senate has now shelved 
the measure after failing to achieve even a simple ma­ 
jority on a vote to shut off a Republican filibuster (a 
two-thirds vote was needed.) 


The AFL-CIO is being counseled to stop beating 
this particular horse, dead for this year at any rate, 
and to start thinking about how it can unionize those 
states where it does not have tlie force of law on its side. 


Labor claims to have the figures proving tliat 
wages are higher, benefits greater and security strong­ 
er among workers in states allowing the union siiop. 


It might get faster results — and be tiiier to the 
spirit of the early leaders in the movement — by re­ 
directing some of its expensive lobbying efforts from 
the lialls of Congress to the factory benciies in the 
hinterland.

Conimentinj; on the failure to repeal the “rule of 
majority” principle in tlie Taft-llartley Act affecting 
recog:nition of union shops. U. S. Senator Philip Hart 
told U. P. Democrats in Escanaba Saturday that his 
mail indicated that most persons who wrote him don’t 
understand the issue. Michigan has no law outlawing 
the union shop. The effort in Cong-ress was to repeal 
permission for state laws to outlaw' the union shop. 


Under the closed shop, once quite common, a worker 
had to belongr to a recognized union to qualify for em­ 
ployment. Under tlie union shop contract the employer 
is free to hire wliom he pleases but his employe, after 
a grace period of usually 30 days, must join the union 
which has qualified as barg-aininjr agrent by enlisting 
ft majority of workers in the plant. 


The bill under consideration would have exempted 
conscientious objectors, provided they paid the equiva­ 
lent of union dues to an approved charity.

The last two national Democratic platfonns liave 
promised repeal of 14 (B), the provision jarranting: states 
the option of outlawing the union shop. That’s why 
President Johnson and Democratic members of Congress 
pushed for its repeal in the closing: days of the session. 


The opposition to repeal stressed freedom but econ­ 
omies are heavily wound up in the considerations. Tlie 
union shop is the only part of the national labor policy 
which the federal g:overnment buck passes to the states. 
Today it gives employes in 19 states an advantage over 
their competitors in the other 31. The 19 have used it 
to lure runaway shops. 


Texas is the only big industrial state amonp the 
19 and 9 states — including- Ohio and California — have 
refused to ban the union shop by popular vote of the 
people in referendum elections. Only Kansas has banned 
it by referendum.

The issue has ln*en poisinous politically uhere 
raised. Senator Dirksen (R-Illinois). who led the suc­ 
cessful fight in the senate apainst repeal, said it would 
be an affront to freedom. The unions say it would de­ 
stroy their security. An outside view is that it will af­ 
fect the ba.sic consideration of how difficult federal law 
should make the process of orgranizing unions and en­ 
abling- them to maintain their strengfth.

Early History 
Of City Told 
By Wm. Marble 


Gladstone’s early and forma­ 
tive days, when 
a 
pleasant 
shoreline of beaches and wild 
marshes was being developed 
into a busy port city, were de­ 
scribed by William L. Marble, 
scion of one of the commu­ 
nity's pioneer industries, to the 
Rotary Club Monday noon. 


The son of Webster Marble, 
whose inventions of the Marble 
knife, safety axe, 
and 
other 
eciuipmenl 
for 
outdoorsmen 
laimehed 
a 
major industry. 
William told how the family 
came to Gladstone in October 
of 1887. 


They tiad lived at Little Har­ 
bor. a lumbering 
center 
on 
I^ake .Michigan, and had moved 
to Gladstone where Webster 
Marble was engaged in survey­ 
ing and timber e.'-timating. They 
built a home at 714 Wiscon­ 
sin Ave. 


Gladstone was in n period of 
growing, spurred by the advent 
of the Soo Line Railroad and 
the plans to make it one of the 
major shippmg 
terminals on 
Lake Michigan, The commu­ 
nity 
was 
incorporated as a 
village in 1887 and ai a city 
in 1889.

Tiie new town was named for 
William il. Gladstone, who was 
prime minister m the reign of 
Queen V'ictoi la and uas finan­ 
cially interested ui tlie develup- 
nicnl of the Soo Line F^ailroad.
